Supervisors to Receive 
Hospital Plans Tuesday

Supervisor Kenneth Hahn 
announced yesterday that the 
long-delayed plans and specifi­ 
cations for construction of a 
new Harbor General Hospital 
are finally scheduled to In; sub­ 
mitted to the Hoard of Super­ 
visors for adoption and adver­ 
tising of bids Tuesday,

Three times in the past, 
Hahn has urged ilie architects 
and the County Engineer to 
expedite, the plans for the pro­ 
ject, which was approved by the 
voters in November, 1956 with 
passage of a $15,400,000 bond 
issue.

HE POINTED out that in 
spite of the urgency of replac­ 
ing the ramshackle, dilapi­ 
dated buildings which now 
serve ><s the Harbor General 
Hospital with modern facilities, 
th« project bus been delayed'

over three years and that it 
will take at least two years of 
construction time before the 
hospital can be put in opera­ 
tion.

Hahn explained that Ihe 
Bonn! of Supervisors appoint­ 
ed three architectural firms to 
design the plans the week after 
the voters approved the bond 
issue, but that the project had 
been delayed time and again.

HAHN PERSONALLY met
with one of the principal ar­ 
chitects, in December, 1958, 
and urged him to speed up Ihe 
completion of the plans

As a result of this prodding, 
the final plans wcrc submitted 
to County Engineer John A. 
Lambie last August, but they 
are just now being submitted 
lo the board of supervisors for 
advertising.

"WHILE I AM pleased that 
Ihe r'inul plans arc finally going 
lo be advertised for bids, I cer« 
tainly believe thai this most 
urgent project should havd 
been under construction a long 
time ago," Hahn declared. j
